TENNESSEE : This heroic State is gloriously emerging 
from the thick darkness of slavery and secession. The 
freedmen, under the stimulus of liberty and the protec- 
tion of the omnipotent ballot, are advancing wonderfully 
in knowledge and influence, aud all open hostility to 
their education and moral elevation is rapidly disappear- 
ing. Enfranchisement has broken the power of political 
prejudice, and is lifting them into general favor. A free- 
school law has been enacted; a two-mill school tax ley- 
ied ; and the school-house will soon begin to appear at 
the cross-roads. Everywhere Northern ideas have been 
sown broad-cast, and are taking deep root. Already their 
branches begin to shake like Lebanon.—0O. Hd. Monthly. 

Onto: Hon. Joun A Nornris, State Commissioner of 
common schools, has fayored us with his Thirteenth An- 
nual Report, from which we take the following items: 
The whole number of school houses is 11,256, an increase 
of 29 on the previous year. The value of apparatus is 
about $140,000, the value of school houses and grounds 
$7,677,057. There were 21,234 teachers employed, of 
whom 7,481 were males. The number of teachers for the 
present year exceeds that of 1865 by 906, while the num- 
ber of male teachers is 1078 more than in 1865. The aver- 
age monthly wages of male teachers in common schools 
was $37.51, of female teachers $23.05; in the high schools, 
male teachers $80.11, female teachers $46,52. The total 
number of pupils enrolled was 728,990, an increase on 
last year of 26,438, The average number in daily attend- 
ance on the common schools was 415,142, an increase of 
22,530; in the high schools 5,918, an increase of 59. The 
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report advocates strenuously the creation of the office of 
County Superintendent, the method of township supervi- 
sion having proven a ** lamentable failure,’’ and suggests 
modes of appointment which would remove the office from 
political influence. In this connection the Commissioner 
pays a deserved compliment to Pennsylvania. 

MARYLAND: We have received from Rev. L. Vax 
BOKELEN, Superintendent of Public Instruction, his first 
Annual Report, for the year ending June 80th, 1866. Also 
the Thirty-eight Annual Report of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Public Schools of Baltimore. From the first 
named we learn that there are in the State, exclusive of 
Baltimore, 95,000 whites of school-going age, of whom 
36,831 boys and 27,962 girls—or 64,743—are enrolled. 
Number of teachers 1533, 926 of whom are males and 
and 607 females. School revenues for the year $514,154 ; 
expenses $477,425, Number of school houses 1219; 
average length of school term, 9 months; average wages 
of teachers per month $34.06; cost of each registered 
pupil per month, 66 cents. The city of Baltimore has 
88 schools, and employs 411 teachers at an average salary 
of $498.95. Whole number of pupils enrolled, 29,078 ; 
average number 18,307 ; average attendance, 14.461 ; cost 
per pupil per session of ten months, $16.11. 

MIcHIGAN: The Legislature of the State at its last ses- 
sion, passed an act creating the office of County Superin- 
tendent with a salary of not less than three or more than 
five dollars per day. Three grades of certificates estab- 
lished. 

WEsT VirointA: Under the revised school law of the 
State, County Superintendents are elected for aterm of 
two years. The first session of the State Normal School 
at Fairmount opened during the month of May.

The annual reports of the County Superintendents for 
the school year ending June 3rd, 1867, are expected to be 
on file in this Department by the 15th of July. 

Form of the Reports: Superintendents are requested to 
write their reports on half sheets of foolseap paper. 
They should write on but one side of the paper, and in a 
plain, legible hand. A margin of about‘an inch in width 
should be left on the left-hand side of the sheet, and the 
whole when done, should be paged and fastened together. 
It is very mortifying to receive and put on file reports 
from County Superintendents carelessly written, and 
faulty in Grammar and Rhetoric. A brief, plain, and 
correct statement of facts is what is wanted—not an 
essay, but a summary. 

Matter of the Reports: It is thought that the most 
valuable facts which Superintendents have to report, and 
the most valuable suggestions they have to make for the 
past year could be conveniently embraced under the 
following heads : 

1. Fiducational progress in the county. 

2. Lducational work done by Superintendent. 
od. Educational work done by other agencies. 

4. Obstacles in the way of improvement. 
5. Measures calculated to promote improvement. 
Under the first head, it could be stated what progress 


iad been made the past year in respect to grading the 


schools, school houses and grounds, school furniture and 
apparatus, qualifications and salaries of teachers, meth- 
ods of instruction, visits of Directors to the schools, num- 
ber of teachers attending Normal Schools, general interest 
in education, and other matters of a similar nature. If 
we are making progress, we want a full statement of the 
facts indicating it. 

Under the second head, it is desirable to have a sum- 
mary of the work done by the Superintendents. We do 
not want simply the dry figures which are printed in the 
statistical tables, but some lively account of examinations, 
visitations, institutes, and educational meetings. A man 
may ride a great many miles ina year, write a great 
many letters, grant a great many certificates, and still ac- 
complish little good. It is only by earnest effort that the 
people of a great State like ours can be educated, and the 
people and the Legislature want to know who is doing it. 
Let the reports tell the story. 

Under the third head, the reports can show how the 
work of education has been aided by good Directors, effi- 
cient District Superintendents, Academies, Seminaries, 


Colleges, and Normal Schools. They can also state to 


what extent the press and the pulpit have spoken in behalf 


of Common Schools. 

Under the fourth head, it is intended that the peculiar 
obstacles in each county which stand in the way of the 
improyement of the schools shall be pointed out. There 
must be such obstacles, or progress would not be so slow, 
and, itis hoped that the Superintendents will fearlessly 
point them out. Let the plain truth be spoken, though 
it may not minister to our vanity. We cannot safely begin 
to make a thing better, until we know wherein it is bad. 

Under the fifth head, Superintendents are requested to 
suggest what measures of legislation or administration 
are, in their opinion, necessary to promote the improve- 
ment of the schools or the school system.

The school would have become an attractive 
place, books and study more interesting from as- 
sociation, and the boys and girls would ever have 
recalled the old times there, with a feeling of ten- 
derness, gratefully remembering the friend that 
made the well-known spot so dear tothem. This is 
& point we should be glad to press home upon 
the attention of the teacher, parent, school direec- 
tor, or thoughtful citizen,—him who has grown 
beyond the selfishness of the ‘* common herd,’’ and 
is ready to plant the tree whose fruit will be 


gathered only by another,--it may be by hundreds. 
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The Useful is essential. When will we believe 
that the same God created the Beautiful, as well 
as man’s capacity for its enjoyment ? 

An educator of eminence, in an article on this 
subject, says: 

‘We would have the school not merely neat 
and clean and well-furnished but beautiful withal. 
We would add to what is merely useful in its ap- 
pointments something purely ‘ornamental; not 
simply a graceful finish to the useful, but some- 
thing whose chief or only use is its beauty, and 
the lessons which that beauty teaches. It is not 
enough that the house has ‘*all the modern im- 
provements,” that its walls are girt with black- 
boards and hung with maps and charts. We 
want to see, besides all this, some work of art 
a bust a statuette a painting, or an engraving. 

‘In very few school-rooms visited have we 
found anything of the kind. I: one High School 
room, we saw every available place adorned with 
busts and statuettes and engravings. <A friend 
of ours called it ‘‘ the pleasantest school-room in 
the State.”? But it is these works of art that 
make it so. Without them, it would compare 
unfavorably with scores of school-rooms that we 
have visited. With these, there is a home-like 
charm about it that you feel as soon as you 
enter. Plato and Socrates, Demosthenes and 
Cicero, excellent copies from the antique marbles, 
look down upon you from the walls, with Wash- 
ington and Franklin, not less noble heads of these 
latter days. Statuettes of Galileo and Watt re- 
mind the young student of the trials and triumphs 
of great men who have led the van in scientific dis 
covery and research ; while Shakspeare, Goethe, 
Schiller, Tasso, Dante, aud other bards whose 
songs resound through the ages, admonish him 
that the priests of the be: wutiful no less than the 
powers of scientific progress have their unfading 
laurels. Engravings of the Landing of the Pil- 
erims, and the Death of Warren on Bunker Hill, 
and other scenes in American history, are per- 
petual lessons of loyalty and patriotism, silently 
telling the school boy what a price his fathers 
paid in toil and anguish and blood, for the 
blessings he enjoy to-day. 

‘* But some one says: All this is very well, but 
we cannot afford to buy pictures and statuary for 
our school-rooms ; it is hard enough to get the use- 
ful things that are needed. We reply that now we 
would not have the town or the city furnish these 
works of art; though the time will come when 
they will be considered as much a part of the ne- 
cessary furniture of the school house as the black- 
boards and the maps and charts. We would 
look for them to the liberality of individuals inter- 
ested in the welfare of the school. In the case to 
which we alluded above, nearly all the statuary 
and engravings were the gifts of one man ; not 
& wealthy man; not better able to make such 
gifts to a school, than men to be found in any 
community; but he is a genuine philanthropist. *’

Examinations and Certificates. 

Mr. Epiror: Although our experience is lim- 
ited when compared with some other educators 
in the State, in regard to the examinations and 
certificates of teachers, yet, having had some ex- 
perience and, we trust, much patient, candid 
thought on the subject, we venture an opinion. 
Whether the written method, the oral, or a com- 
bination of the two, is to be preferred, are im- 
portant questions, but we do not at present pro- 
pose to discuss them. Our remarks are intended 
to have more special reference to examinations 
that are principally oral. We purpose to present 
some thoughts, as regards the time required to 
make these examinations, and the manner in 
which they should be conducted. There is a pre- 
vailing opinion, in some sections of this country, 
that very little time is necessarily required to 
make an examination, and some even ayer, that 
“half an hour is long enough to examine any 
teacher.?? From the last mentioned assertion we 
respectfully beg leave to dissent, for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

In order to grade the Provisional Certificate 
properly, it is necessary for the County Superin- 


tendent to ascertain, not only whether he can 
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errant the candidate a certificate to allow him to 
teach, but to ascertain from tl 
just what grade 1

too low, it does the teacher injustice ; if too high, 


injustice is done to the schools. County Superin- 
tendents are required to examine on cight differ- 
ent branches, which in half an hour would make, 
on an average, less than four minutes to each 


branch. Few teachers, we think, can give a clear 


explanation of any branch of science in four 
minutes. A teacher may well understand how to 
compute Simple Interest, and yet fail in the solu- 
tion of Compound Proportion. Or, he may know 
in what division of the globe the Amazon river is 


located, and the direction it flows, and yet be un- 


able to tell the situation and-course of the Nile, 
or vice versa. Questions must be sufliciently 
varied and multiplied, even by the most skilful 


and experienced examiners, to ascertain the can- 
didate’s general knowledge. The skilful and ex- 
] i ‘od examine Be however, can arrive at pro- 
per conciusions 1 iess time than one Who pos- 
sesses less skill ; indeed, a very unskilful examiner 
will not be likel 


at all. 


In grading certificates, County Superintendents 


y to arrive at proper conclusions 


should endeavor to guard against a spirit of big- 
otry. There is great danger of their being too 
much attached to some author, work, or mode. 
They should remember that the law of ‘‘divided 
use’? in the pronunciation of words and the con- 
struction of sentences,—i. e., between which there 
is, at least, but little to choose—is acknowledged 
by our best orthoepists and rhetoricians. For 
example: If in answer to the question ‘* What is 
] 


a rill ?*? the examiner should tenaciously hold to 
the opinion that all answers are erroneous unless 
the precis« words are used, ‘*Jt isthe smallest stream 
in the world.?? we should justly deem 
much bigoted in his notions. Although difler- 
ing in opinion from Miss GLAss, of Allegheny, in 
severalrespects, yet some of her assertions in re- 


ard to the evils of the County Superintend- 


i 


ency, particularly as it regards *‘ hobbies,’ are 
too truthful to be denied. 

In regard to the general mode of conducting 
examinations, two views are taken: Ons to 
begin by asking questions of the simplest char- 
acter. the least dificult, which it is necessary to 


propose to teachers,—and to increase in difliculty 
and profundity until the highest necessary point 
is reached. The other is, to present the most 
difficult and profound questions first, and then 
descend to the lowest point by a regular grada- 
tion. 

The former mode we very much prefer, for two 


reasons: The first, and most important is, that 
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teachers are apt to become excited or discouraged 
ed, or perhaps both, by propounding questions at 
first too difficult for them to solve, or too pro- 
found for their comprehension ; so that they will 
not be so likely to answer those they really do 
understand, when that point is arrived at, as 
they would be were they not discouraged or ex- 
cited. If questions are put at first merely to 
puzzle the candidate, (as is sometimes the case,) 
the objection to this course is still greater. 

Secondly, by beginning with the lowest or most 
simple questions which teachers of all grades 
should understand and gradually ascending, there 
will be little need of propounding many abstruse 
questions after it is once understood, that the 
candidate has reached the highest point of quali- 
fication of which he is capable. 

It is a notorious fact that many holding pro- 
fessional certificates are no better qualified, nor 
are they any more successful in teaching than 
some who hold o ily good, or middling proy isional 
h 


certificates. It is our candid opinion that the 


authority to grant certificates good for a life 
time should never be delegated to one individual. 
We believe that all professional certificates hith- 
erto given, should be annulled throughout the 
State, and that all examinations for that purpose 
should be conducted by at least three persons, 
, two besides the County Superintendent, who 


should be elected or appointed by some authority 


that will place them, as much as possible, out of 


the direct influence of the County Superintendent 


and also out of the influence of the party that 
elected him.

*ractical Teaching. 

To make our schools thoroughly practical, 
seems the great desire of parents, school officers, 
and teachers. 

School circulars tell in glowing terms of their 
practical course of education. Boys are fitted for 
life in a few weeks, or months, study of penman- 
ship and arithmetic—and girls at sixteen are 
‘‘out in society,’? accomplished in embroidery, 
painting, music, and a few French phrases. 

It makes but little difference whether they can 
read intelligibly, or spell half their words cor- 
rectly : and should subjects of a political, com- 
mercial, or even historical character, be intro- 
duced in conversation, it looks wise for boys to 
keep silent, and censure makes it wise for the 
girls to remain quiet. 

If ‘‘ universal suflrage’’ is to be, it is time that 
an interest should be awakened on all those sub- 
jects that are forming the present history of the 
world—time that the young be taught to think 
and know what the world is doing. 

Our orators and ministers extol the wonderful 
age in which we live, glorify the events of the 
past five years, and yet, could you converse with 
those who listen and approve, you would not find 
one ina hundred who could give an intelligent 
account of our recent blood-written history, or 
give you any thing but a vague idea of our rela- 
tion to other countries, or of the current ques- 
tions of the day. 

In most, if not all of our schools and colleges, 
it is considered necessary to place history on the 


course of study, but it is a study too often omit- 
ted or carelessly pursued. 

The following examination in history may 
prove instructive as well as amusing to the read- 
ers of the Teacher, and I have no doubt other 
teachers have had, or can have, exercises on this 
subject fully as intelligent and entertaining :

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Geographical Sketches. 


Although it is to Ritter and Humboldt that we 
» full conception and final perfection of the 
nce of Geography, there are yet some solitary 
neralizations of preceding thinkers which con- 
eribute din no slight degree to prepare the way for 
the new movement. Among these men, none is 
more worthy of atte ane than the geologist Hein- 
rich Steffens. The following view of the structurc 
of the continents, which appeared in his *’ Geog- 
nostic-Geological Essays,’’? in the year 1810, is 
conceived in the spirit of Ritter himself. 

If we consider the entire earth, it will be obvi- 
ous to all how the lands approach toward the 
north, so that they almost encircle the North 
Pole, but toward the south run out in sharp 
points. ‘This is generally known, and would not 
escape the attention of any investigator. But 
not only do the three continents, South America, 
Africa and New Holland, ending in sharp points 
at the south, spread toward the north into mor 
broadly extended lands; this structure is re- 
peated in all the remaining peninsulas which tend 
to a point, even in the highest northern latitudes. 
Allrun sharply toward south, south-east or south- 
west, since at their northern extremities they are 
united to a larger east and west extending land. 
Examples of this structure may be found in 
Norway, Spain, Italy, Turkey, Arabia, Hindos- 
tan, Malacca, Corea, Alaska, California, &c. 
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This direction of the points has in it something 


astonishing, and expresses clearly the power of 


the lands toward the north. If we now consider 
more closely those three mighty continents, South 
America, Africa and New Holland, we find a re- 
markable correspondence which has, indeed, been 
already noted. For not only do they contract 
southwardly to points, and broaden toward the 
north: they have also on the south-west a note- 
worthy indenting arm of the sea, which is most 
marked in New Holland, least distinct in South 
America. But this similarity becomes yet more 
obvious if we consider the probable previous form 
of New Holland. The location of New Guinea, 
the Louisiade Islands, New Georgia, New Heb- 
rides, New Caledonia and New Zealand make it 
highly probable that they mark the original 
outline of this great land, so that the ancient 
southerly point between Van Diemen’s Land and 
New Zealand lay in about 50° south latitude and 
between 170 and 180° east longitude, from Ferro. 
The proportion of breadth would indeed thus be 
greater than in South America and Africa, but 
the similarity of the south-western indentation 
obviously stronger. 

Another striking correspondence which attracts 
the attention is that these three similar lands are 
linked at one of their northern angles by an 
isthmus to the northern masses. Thus there 
originate three divisions of all the land of the 
earth. But America presents the purest type of 
the structure. Like America, each of these divi- 
sions consists of a southern and a northern half, 
connected by an isthmus. At the point where 
the two halves diverge we find an archipelago 
lying before the isthmus, and beyond it a south- 
wardly stretching peninsula. We will consider 
each of these physically separated divisions of the 
earth, marked as they are by striking relations 
between their northern and southern halves. 

America is the most divided and the longest 
mass. Its isthmus is long, small and connected 
throughout. Yet the land is low in the isthmus 
of Panama, having, according to Humboldt, in 
places an elevation of scarcely 650 feet. The 
lofty and gigantic mountains which predominate 
in South America, become continually lower 
toward the isthmus, and first attain an important 
height again when the isthmus widens in Mexico. 
The isthmus of this division occupies a middle 
position among them all, since it begins in 8° N. 
Lat. and ends in 18° N. Lat., that is if we con- 
sider it as terminating near Vera Cruz, where 
the land begins to widen. The easterly archi- 
pelago before the isthmus is large, the peninsula 
beyond it (California) insignificant. Both halves 
of this continent maintain an equilibrium, neither 
part has any preponderance of mass. Among 
the three naturally separated continents America 
is the one which extends farthest north and 
south, for reckoning in,as we may, Terra del 
Fuego, its southern point reaches 56° 27’ S. Lat. 

In the two remaining continents the northern 
halves are united. ‘The one reaches with its 
northern half, its isthmus, archipelago, southern 
half and peninsula beyond the isthmus toward 
the west, the other toward the east. We will 
consider each of these masses separately. 

The northern half of the western continent con- 
sists of Europe and a part of Asia. It has been 


taken for granted that the Ural mountains are 
the natural boundary between Europe and Asia. 
According to Herman, this chain extends from 
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nearly 75° N. Lat. (for he considers Nova Zembla 
as a continuation of the Ural) to the high ridge

to the mountains of Asia Minor and Syria, and 
thereby forms a transition to the isthmus of’ this 
continent at Suez. This isthmus is the shortest 
and most contracted of all, the land here also is 
low. It is the most northerly isthmus, being in 
30° N. Lat. The westerly archipelago before 
the isthmus is of but little importance, the 
easterly peninsula beyond the isthmus (Arabia) 
is large. It is characteristic of this division that 
its extension both north and south is the most 
limited. lor, excepting that continuation of the 
Ural mountains through Nova Zembla which, 
lying as it does, on the boundary, may with 
equal right be assigned to the northern half of 
the third continent, North Cape is the most 
northern point, and this does not reach 72° N. 
Latitude, while Northern Siberia approximates 
throughout to 75- N. Lat., and in the promon- 
tory of Taimura and the eastern part of Nova 
Zembla reaches 78° N. Lat. So, also, amone the 
three points of the southern lands the Cape of 
Good Hope is admittedly that which extends the 
least to the south, for Cape Agulhas (the south- 
ern-most point of Africa) is only in34- 45’ S. Lat. 
The chief distinction of this division, striking the 
eye at first glance, is the proponderance of the 
southern half, which exceeds the northern about 
threefold. 

Finally, the similarity of the third division to 
the form of America is indeed very obvious. 
The northern half is formed by Asia, the southern 
by New Holland. The isthmus is very distinct, 
and its similarity with the American has also 
been remarked by Lamarck, indeed it could escape 
no one. It is formed by Malacca, Sumatra, 
Java, Sumbawa, Flores, Timor and New Guinea. 
It is the longest of all and, unlike any of the 
others, fragmentary. It is also the most south- 
erly, for it begins in about 16- N. Lat. and ends 
in 10° 8. Lat. The archipelago before the isth- 
mus is very considerable, and also the peninsula 
beyond the isthmus (Hindostan). ‘The whole 
division does not, indeed, extend so far north and 
south as America, but exceeds Europe-Africa in 
this respecte We have already shown this rela- 
tion for the northern half, and the southernmost 
point of the division( Van Diemen’s Land) ex- 
tends beyond 42°8. Lat. Among the three ex- 
tremities of the great south lands, South America 
approaches nearest to the South Pole, Africa the 
least, and New Holland holds the mean. So, 
also, among the northern lands, North America 
(including its islands), extends farthest toward 
the North Pole, Europe the least, and Asia holds 
the mean. A fact obvious to all is the determin- 
ate, strong preponderance of mass in the northern 
halves, as compared with the south. The three 
continents, also, are specially distinguished by 
the equality of mass in the north and south halves 
in the first (America), the excess of mass in the 
south half in the second (Europe-Africa), and of 
the northern half in the third (Asia-Australia). 
The American isthmus, like the two halves of 
the continent, holds the mean between the isth- 
muses of the remaining divisions both in length 
and position. The isthmus of the second division 
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is the most contracted and most northerly, that 
of the third division the most extended, most 
broken, most southerly. Through this position 
ot the isthmuses and the archipelagoes which con- 
stantly accompany them, there originates a re- 
markable zone, intersected by the equator, whose 
greatest curve lies in the northern hemisphere 
and reaches 40° of latitude. In the southern 
hemisphere it extends only over 20° of latitude, 
if we include the islands of the South Sea, which 
may be viewed as a continuation of the archi- 
pelago of the third continent. In this zone we 
tind nothing but isthmuses, seas and islands.

Attention. 

An early and unremitting zeal in forming the 
mind toa habit of attention, not only produces 
the outward expression of good breeding as one 
of itsincidental advantages, but involves, or rather 
creates, better qualities than itself; while vacancy 
and inattention not only produce vulgar man- 
ners, but are usually the indication, if not of an 
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ordinary, of a neglected understanding. To the 
habitually inattenti little benefit, 
company affords little improvement, while a self- 
imposed attention sharpens observation, and cre- 
ates a spirit of inspection and inquiry, which 
often lifts a common understanding to a degree 
of eminence in knowledge, sagacity, and useful- 
ness, Which indolent or neglected genius does 
not always reach. A habit of attention exercises 
intellect, quickens discernment, multiplies ideas, 
enlarges the power of combining images and com- 
paring characters, and gives a faculty of picking 
up improvement from circumstances the least 
promising, and gaining instruction frym those 
shght but frequently recurring occasions which 
the absent and the negligent turn to no account. 
Scarcely any thing or person is so unproductive 
as not to yield some fruit to the attentive and 
sedulous collector of ideas. But this is. far from 
being the highest praise of such a person ; she 
who early imposes on herself a habit of strict at- 
tention to whatever she is engaged in, begins to 
wage early war with wandering thoughts, useless 
reveries, and that disqualifying train of busy but 
unprofitable imaginations by which the idle are 
occupied, and the absentare absorbed. She who 
keeps her intellectual powers in action, studies, 
with advantage, herself, her books, and the world; 
whereas they in whose undisciplined minds va- 
grant thoughts have been suffered to range with- 
out restriction, on ordinary occasions, will find 
they cannot easily call them home when wanted 
to assist in higher duties. Thoughts which are 
indulged in habitual wandering, will not be 
readily restrained in the solemnities of public wor- 
ship, or of private devotion.—Hannah Moore. 
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The importance of strict attention is, in the 
above characteristic extract, shown beyond the 
slightest shade of adoubt. Education, in this di- 
rection, should begin early, and the only practi- 
cal beginning isin the school room. Fine-spun 
theorists may lead us farther back still, but until 
age and culture have rightly awakened the better 
sensibilities of the child, it is not liable to receive 
those impressions which endure through life ; in 
truth, they are not capable of receiving those im- 
pressions which become intelligible and grow 
with use and. age. Age and judicious exercise 
place the mind in an attitude to receive intelli- 
gence, and the continual growth of intelligence 
places the higher sensibilities in a position to re- 
ceive the deepest and most lasting impressions. 

‘This progressive stage brings us into the school 
room, for the most important period wherein 
principles of strict attention should be inculcated. 
The teacher is responsible for any lack of train- 
ing in this respect, or for all evil consequences 
arising from the want of discipline in attention. 
If pupils are not closely watched, stupidity and 
carelessness will rapidly grow over the mind, like 
a destroying corrosion, and in fact reduce it to the 
most destructive imbecility. 

How to gain the attention of pupils, success- 
fully, and to thoroughly implant the principle 
within them, is the question which now arises 
most prominently before us. In the first place, 
the teacher must combine interest and attention 
in giving his instructions, or in any engagements 
in which he may be found ; in short, he is to be a 
moral example in this respect. The influence of 
a teacher’s example cannot be overrated. Inthe 
second place, a teacher must vary his exercises in 
such a way that they do not become monotonous, 
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and thereby very tiresome. The exercises should 
be changed so as to present new features and new 
combinations. The young mind, at least, soon 
sickens and grows weary upon sameness. As 
variety is the spice of life, so it is the life and 
growth of the intellect. 

Every mental evolution requires new applica- 
tions ; therefore the teacher who rightly compre- 
hends the nature of the mind and its growth will 
be in no wise dogmatical in the rendering of his 
recitations. To avoid this most baneful evil, it 
is necessary to frequently remodel the programme 
of exercises, that it may presenta different aspect 
from time to time, thus changing its mode of ey- 
olution, and bringing the mind in different rela- 
tions to it. The mode of recitation should be 
changed, as well as the time. 

A teacher who plods over the same routine 
every day, cannot help having an inattentive 
school. There is nothing new to engage the vital 
part of the mind—the imagination—therefore its 
actual growth is checked, its vivifying power en- 
compassed, and its energies lulled. This gives 
rise to stupidity and inattention. 

To avert these contingencies, a teacher must 
possess not only a fertile mind, with power to 
mildly govern and cheerfully impart, but he must 
be thoroughly versed in the subject matter taught. 
To be thus qualified it not only requires an 
education, but it requires a close review of the 
subject matter to be taught, before presenting it 
to the pupils. In this particular teachers are too 
apt to be careless, supposing that they are suffi- 
ciently well acquainted with the lesson to teach 
it—it being rather easy. This is a grand mis- 
take, for there is no lesson that does not contain 
some new truths that would, by presentation, not 
only render the lesson more beneficial, but give it 
life, vigor and character. We would recommend 
to the careful consideration of every teacher the 
point of attention, as one of the most important 
in scholastic science.—Pottsville Standard. 


What a Teacher Should Be. 

The qualifications necessary to make a good 
teacher are very numerous, and generally very 
well understood by everybody. Nevertheless, for 
fear some might be ignorant of the great charac- 
teristics of this class of the GENUS HOMO, we will 
give a few of the leading features that are gener- 
ally expected to adorn the character of that very 
important personage. 

In the first place he must bea very good-natur- 
ed fellow, willing to take charge of from twenty 
to one hundred children, of all ages and condi- 
tions of life, and to carefully note out to each one, 
his or her appropriate share of admonition, advice 
and other attention which he, (the child of course, ) 
shall, after carefully considering some things, 
deem his due. He must always be mild in de- 
meanor and language to the children; always 
remember that they are human beings ; and care- 
fully ayoid all things that would wound their 
tender feelings ; and at the same time, endeavor 
to forget that he has any sensibilities that could 
possibly be wounded, or that he has any sympa- 
thies in common with the rest of mankind. If 
the scholars throw paper balls at him or his 
mates, or transgress the rules of the school, he 
must mildly reprove, but never punishthem. If, 
however, he finds it positively necessary to punish 
them, he must be careful whom he selects tomake 
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an example of, always bearing in mind that pa- 
rents are willing that he should chastise any 
child but theirs. 

He must never complain if the children are not 
seen regularly at school, but be able toadvance a 
child as fast, when he stays at home half the time 
as when at school every day, and ‘‘ if any odds,”’ 
a little faster. Me must not whip, for that would 
be using brute force; he must not scold, for 
children never like a scolding teacher ; he must 
maintain good ordér in the school room never- 
theless, and be careful to win the affections of 
every one placed under his charge. When out 
among the patrons of the school, or young peo- 
ple, he must not be reserved or distant, for that 
proves he is ‘‘ stuck up,’’ and feels himself above 
those around him ; he must not be free and soci- 
able with all whom he may meet, for that proves 
a looseness of character entirely unworthy of the 
high position he fills. He must ‘‘doall the sums,’’ 
work all the puzzles, answer all the questions, 
and do anything and everything that everybody 
else either can or cannot do ; and, finally, he must 
be willing to work for little, ‘‘ board around,’ 
and then wait for his pay.—Jejferson Star. 


School Interests. 

Do people realize how much capital is invested 
in aschool? Time is money. The pupil’s in- 
terest is equal to the value of his time for pre- 
paration for usefulness and success in life, say ten 
dollars per month—a low estimate. It costs the 
parent say ten doilars per month for board and 
clothing. 

The account then for a school of forty pupils 
stands thus :—

This is a low estimate. 

How often is this whole investment made un- 
profitable, how often is it lost or worse than lost 
in consequence of the employment of an inefficient 
teacher, when, by an addition of one, or at most 
two per cent of it to the salary offered, the latter 
would be made such as to command the services 
of one who would make the whole investment an 
exceedingty profitable one. 

Can we afiord to support our children in poor 
schools, where they waste their precious time, 
and form habits which will cripple forever their 
mental and moral energies ? 

Does not the penny-wise and pound-foolish 
policy prevail in the management of our school 
interests? Something certainly is wrong, for, 
on an average, teachers follow teaching from nine 
to twelve months only. Would they quit the 
business so soon if they did not find more satis- 
factory employment and better pay in other 
occupations ? Would not those adapted to the 
work follow teaching if it were made their interest 
todoso? How long, were the proper induce- 
ments offered, it would be before we should have 
a corps of instructors that would be an honor and 
a blessing to the country, let the candid reader 
judge. 

Too many look upon school interests as scarcely 
worthy of their notice. Take the above as a 


basis and compute the amount for this county 
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for one year only. There are between fourteen 
and fifteen thousand pupils in our schools, with 
two terms together averaging six months, making 
an aggregate of about one and a half million 
dollars, or more than one-fourth the assessed 
value of our real and personal property in 1863. 

But the interests of education can not be mea- 
sured by dollars and cents. They require our 
serious attention. We boast of our liberties and 
free government, but can we expect long to 
enjoy them if we ignore the means necessary to 
their preservation.—Bradford Reporter. 


Giving Joy to a Child. 

Blessed be the hand that prepares a pleasure 
for a child, for there is no saying when and where 
it may again bloom forth. Does not almost 
everybody remember some kind-hearted man who 
showed him a kindness in the dulcet days of his 
childhood? The writer of this recollects himself 
at this moment, as a bare-footed lad, standing at 
the wooden fence of a poor little garden in his 
native village, while with longing eyes he gazed 
on the flowers which were blooming there quietly 
in the brightness of a Sunday morning. The 
possessor came forth from his little cottage ; he 
was a woed cutter by trade, and spent the whole 
week at work in the woods. He had come into 
the garden to gather flowers to stick into his coat 
when he went tochurch. He saw the boy, and 
breaking off the most beautiful of his carnations— 
it was streaked with red and white—he gave it 
tohim. Neither the giver nor the receiver spoke 
a word, and with bounding steps the boy ran 
home. And now here, at a vast distance from 
that home, after so many eventsof so many years, 
the feeling of gratitude which agitated the breast 
of that boy, expresses itself on paper. The car- 
nation has long since withered, but now it blooms 
afresh.— Douglas Jerrold. 

Composition Writing. 

That practice makes perfect, is as true now as 
when first uttered ; as true of writing as of music 
or drawing; and yet how few pupils, or even 
teachers seem to remember it. If it be necessary 
for one who wishes to be skilful in playing the 
piano or organ, that he should commence early 
and practice unweariedly, is it not far more im- 
portant that one who wishes to be skilful in the 
expression of thoughts, (and who does not?) 
should early and perseveringly take lessons in this 
important branch of a thorough education. 

Is not this branch greatly neglected in many of 
our schools? I have visited common schools 
where no such thing as putting thoughts on 
paper, seemed to be practiced. I have visited 
high schools where it was optional with the 
pupils, whether or not they should use a pen ex- 
cept to write an exercise or copy the solution of 
a problem. 

It may be that one great reason of this defi- 
ciency in our common school instructor is the 
prejudice in the minds of pupils, and handed 
down from one generation to another, against 
**composition writing.” 

I have heard some good teachers say, ‘‘ I can- 
not make my pupils write, and I will not attempt 
what I connot perform.’”? And in this very con- 
fession, ‘‘I cannot make my scholars write,’ 
lies after all the secret of the trouble. The defi- 
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ciency is in the teachers. They either have no 
ability to express their own thoughts, or no 
knowledge of the best way to teach others, conse- 
quently, although they teach algebra, the lan- 
guages, and all the common branches of education 
admirably, composing is considered very uncom- 
mon and nothing is said about it. They do not 
try ‘*to make their pupils write.’ Occasionally a 
teacher is found who has some knowledge of the 
importance of this branch, and a purpose to per- 
form his duty, but is ignorant of the best way. 

I once knew sucha teacher. He obliged all his 
pupils to write a weekly ‘‘essay’’ as he termed 
all productions of the pen. I, a child of ten 
years, was one of these unfortunate pupils. I 
shall never forget the tears I shed over those first 
attempts. The subjects were given by the teacher, 
and there was no appeal or explanation. Not 
long since, in looking over some old papers I 
found one of these juvenile productions. The 
subject was ‘* The Analogy between Darkness and 
Adversity.”’ The light shed upon the subject can 
be imagined. 

In the south and southwest the importance of 
this branchseems to be universally acknowledged. 
Every Friday afternoon, therefore, is devoted in 
most of the schools, to composition reading. The 
pupils read their own productions, each reading 
his own, and parents and friends come in to 
hear. In some schools, with judicious teachers, 
this works well. In others it is a mere farce. 

I recollect attending an ‘* Examination” in one 
of the best schools of a border city. ‘‘ Reading 
original essays’? was a part of the programme. 
[ was astranger there then, and was surprised to 
hear such excellent articles read by small scholars. 
The last essay, however, opened my eyes. It was 
read by a pert miss of sixteen, and was entitled 
‘‘ Home.’? It commenced thus,—‘‘ There is some- 
thing in the word home to wake the kindliest 
feelings of the heart. It is not merely friends 
ond kindred that make that place so dear, but 
the very hills and rocks and rivulets throw a 
charm around the place of one’s nativity,’°—and 
thus the article continued to the close, in the very 
words of one of my favorite lessons in Town’s 
Fourth Reader. Probably the teacher was not 
familiar with Town, as I was, but he must have 
known the theme was not original. I afterward 
found it to be the universal complaint, even 
among good teachers, that it was almost impossi- 
ble to procure original compositions from many 
of their pupils. One teacher assured me that 
a little girl brought to her three high-sounding 
essays in succession, and when each of these was 
refused, a fourth more simple was brought and 
accepted. It was read in public; but was after- 
wards found to have been copied from an old 
book. 

It may be thought by some that these instances 
prove the impropriety of composition writing as 
a school exercise, but to my mind they only prove 
the folly of obliging every scholar to read an 
essay, styled original, in public, especially where 
injudicious teaching has led people to expect 
something fine from all. 

I found it necessary, while teaching where 
public sentiment was so lax in this respect, to 
pursue some such method as the following: 
When a composition was brought to me for cor- 
rection, I said, ‘‘ Did you write this?”* ‘‘ Yes,” 


would perhaps be the hesitating reply. Still 
doubtful, I would insist. 
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this??? ‘‘ No mam,’ would be the truthful an- 
swer, ‘‘my father wrote it ;”’ or “‘ I took it out of 
Godey’s Lady’s Book.”’ 

I at length concluded to break through estab- 
lished customs and have no general public com- 
position reading, but devote Friday to instruction 
of my pupils upon this subject and oblige each one 
to write something before leaving the house. 
The plan worked well. The smaller scholars 
were exercised in a similar way by another 
teacher in a recitation room. We told them 
stories and asked them to write them. We en- 
couraged them to write simple tales of their own 
planning. We had debates for girls and boys 
together. The result was, that ‘‘ composition 
day’’ was, to many of the pupils, a day of recrea- 
tion. We succeeded far beyond our expectations 
in developing ideas and the talent for expressing 
them.— Maine Normal. 


The Action of the Lungs.—Chapter XIX. 


[The following chapter is taken from an interesting 
work noticed in our last issue, entitled The History of a 
Mouthful of Bread. We do not know that the chapter 
selected is the most entertaining, or that it is one best cal- 
culated to acquaint the reader with the familiar style in 
which the book is written, but it will answer our purpose 
if it serve to direct the attention of the reader interested 
in physiology and kindred subjects, te a little work which 
deserves a place in every household and in every school 
room.—ED. ] 

I hope I have told you enough, my dear child, 
to enable you fully to estimate the force with 
which air presses upon everything on the sur- 
face of the earth, and consequently upon our own 
bodies among the rest. 

If you understand this, nothing is easier than 
to understand how air comes and goes in our 
lungs. 

When the cook wants to light her fire with two 
or three hot coals, what does she do ? 

She takes the bellows and blows it, does she 
not ? 

But if she has no bellows at hand, what does 
she do? You answer at once, she blows it her- 
self with all the strength of her lungs. 

By which it would seem—does it not ?—that 
we are a sort of living bellows, being able, in case 
of necessity, to act as a substitute for the wood 
and leather ones of common use. And if we 
really possess, the power of doing the work of a 
bellows, may not this be because we have within 
us some little machine of the nature of a bellows ? 

Exactly ; and this fact gives me the opportu- 
nity of making you understand the action of the 
lungs by explaining that of the bellows, which is 
in everybody’s hands, but which three-fourths of 
the people use, without troubling themselves to 
inquire how it is made or acts. 

A bellows, as you know, is composed of two 
aes of board, capable of being separated and 

rought together again at will, and united by a 
piece of leather so shaped and arranged that it 
doubles up when the boards close, the intermedi- 
ate space forming a firmly-closed box, the size of 
which increases or diminishes at every movement 
of the boards. 

We take the bellows down to use it, and there 
are the boards, lying flat upon each other, the 
box between them quitesmall. Is there anything 
inside, do you think ? 

** Nothing,’”? you answer; ‘‘the bellows is 
empty.”’ 
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Do you think so really, my child? Do you 
think a tumbler is empty, then, when you have 
drunk out its contents; and that jelly pots are 
empty when all the jelly is eaten? There are 
not so many empty things in the world, I assure 
you, as you suppose. You forget the air—that 
monster who is always wanting to stretch him- 
self out, and pushes against everything he meets. 
He is an unceremonious gentleman, who takes 
possession of every vacant place ; as fast as you 
put a spoonful on your plate, he takes up the 
room of the jelly which has been removed, and 
at each mouthful you swallow, he slips into the 
place of the water which goes away. When you 
think the glass and pot are empty, they are, in 
reality, full ofair. You cannot see it; but it is 
there, you may rely upon it. 

There is air, then, in the bellows-box, because 
there is air in every place where there is nothing 
else to dispute possession with it. The quantity 
is small in this case, no doubt, because the box 
is small and cannot hold much. 

But now, look! Iseparate the boards, and the 
box, which was small, becomes large. Tor once, 
then, here isa box which must be partially empty ; 
for it has just, as if by magic, made a space in 
itself in which positively there cannot be anything 
since there was nothing there beforehand. 

Ay ! but look down at the centre of the upper 
board. You see alittle hole there, do you not, 
and below the little hole a small piece of leather, 
which seems to close it up? That is a valve, one 
of those doors, such as we noticed before in the 
heart, and such as are to be found, moreover, in 
most houses, which let people through on one 
side but not on the other. That one opens when 
it is pushed from without, but lets nothing out 
which has once got in. Now, the air outside, as 
I said before, is always pushing against every- 
thing. He pushes as a matter of course, there- 
fore, against the valve, and as there is nothing 
behind it to resist the pressure, in proportion as 
room is made inside the box, he enters and fills it 
with himself. 

But presently some one begins to close the bel- 
lows, and he finds himself caught between the 
boards ; on which these invite him to begone, 
with the same sort of politeness displayed by the 
police, when the hour of departure comes in a 
place of public exhibition: when, i. ¢., they 
spread out on all sides, and force the crowd before 
them till they have found the road to the door. 
But the air cannot get back by the way it came 
in, the door being shut. As, however, it must 
go out somewhere, whether it likes it or not, it 
passes through the tube at the end of the box 
(the nozzle of the bellows,) and comes out thence 
with a rush upon the fire. 

When it is once gone the bellows can be dis- 
tended again, and the process be repeated as be- 
fore indefinitely. 

And this is just what goes on inside ourselves. 
Your chest, my child, is a box which expands and 
contracts alternately ; making a place for the air 
by the first effort, and then driving it out by the 
second. It is neither more nor less than a bel- 
lows, but of a simpler construction than that used 
by the cook. The exit pipe serves also for a door of 
entrance, and there is but one board instead of two. 

The exit pipe is the larynx, of which we spoke 
before, when we were talking of swallowing the 
wrong way, and which communicates with the 
air outside, through the nose and mouth at the 
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same time, allowing us to breathe through either 
one or the other as we like. 

As to the board, I said a few words about it 
when I was describing the liver. It is the dia- 
phragm—that separating partition—that floor 
which is placed between the two stories or divi- 
sions of the body—the belly and the chest. 

But here especially the infinite superiority of the 
works of God over the miserable inventions of 
man comes out in all its grandeur. 

A bellows which was to have the honor of 
keeping up within us that miraculous fire—the 
pre-eminently sacred fire—which we call Life, 
required something more than a common board 
for its foundation. And accordingly this, of 
which I am now going to give you a detailed his- 
tory, is as marvelous as it is admirable. I fancy 
that when you have read my account, you will 
no longer turn up your nose at the vile word 
diaphragm. 

Let us first take a peep at the construction of 
the bellows. 

On each side of the vertebral column, from the 
neck to the loins, spring twelve long bones, one 
below the other, bent in the form of bows ; these 
are called the ribs. The first seven pairs of ribs 
rest, and as it were, unite, in front, upon a bone 
called the sternum, which you can trace with your 
finger down to the pit of the stomach, at which 
point the finger sinks in, for there is no more 
sternum, and the last five ribs on each side no 
longer unite with those of the opposite one. For 
which reason they are called false ribs. On the 
other hand they are joined to each other at the 
ends by means of a strip or band of a substance 
sufficiently strong, but at the same time flexible, 
and somewhat elastic, which is called cartilage or 
gristle. The next time you see a roasting piece 
of veal on the table, look well at it, and you will 
see at theend a white substance which crackles 
under your teeth ; that is gristle. 

This forms the framework of our bellows, which 
you may picture to yourself as a kind of cage, 
widening towards the bottom and going toa point 
at the top, for the arches formed by the upper 
ribs are smaller than the others. The whole ter- 
minates ina sort of ring, through which pass, 
together, the @sophagus and the trachea. 

The space between the ribs is occupied by mus- 
cles which reach from one to the other, and the 
whole framework or cage is shut in below by the 
diaphragm, that marvelous board whose history I 
have promised to relate. 

The diaphragm, as I told you some time ago, is 
a large muscle, thin and flat, stretched like a cloth 
between the chest and the abdomen. It is fast- 
ened by an infinity of little threads called fibres, 
to the lower edge of the cage I have just been 
describing, and it looks at first sight as if it must 
be incapable of moving, since it is fixed in one in- 
variable manner all round the body. 

It moves nevertheless, but not in the same way 
as the boards of our bellows. 

Ask your brother to hold two corners of your 
pocket-handkerchief ; take hold of the other two 
yourself, and turn the handkerchief so as to face 
the wind. The four corners remain in their 
places, do they not ? but the middle, inflated by 
the wind, curves and swells out in front like a 
ship’s sail, which itself is only an immense hand- 
kerchief after all. Then draw the handkerchief 
tightly towards you, each to your own side, and 
it will recover itselfand become flat again. Loosen 
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it a little and it will curve and swell out again in 
the middle, and this maneeyre you can go through 
as often as you choose. 

Which very manceyre the diaphragm is contin- 
ually performing, of and by itself. 

In its natural position it bulges upwards in the 
middle, like a cloth swollen out by the wind, and 
thus occupies a portion of the chest at the expense 
of the lungs. When air has to be admitted, its 


fibres tighten and bring it flat again, as you and 


your brother brought the handkerchief flat just 
now by tightening it. 

The whole space previously occupied by the 
arch of the diaphragm is thus given up to the 
lungs, which, being elastic, instantly stretch them- 
selves out to it; while air, running in through 
the nose and mouth, fills up in proportion the 
empty place (vacuum) created by the extension of 
the lungs, exactly as in the case of the bellows. 

But soon the fibres of the diaphragm relax. It 
rises up again into its old position, driving back 
the lungs as it does so; and the air finding there 
is now no room for it, goes out by the same way 
the other came in. I say the other, observe, be- 
cause the air that goes out is no longer the same 
as when it came in ; and this is the secret of why 
we breathe ; while the up and down movement of 
the diaphragm is the explanation of how we breathe. 

As you preceive, then, the mechanism of this 
bellows of ours, is of the most simple, and conse- 
quently of the most ingenious character, and 
leaves far behind it anything we have ever imag- 
ined. 

Are you disappointed ? Do you feel inclined 
to exclaim, ‘‘ Is this all ?”? to ask where are the 
wonders I promised you ? to protest that I may 
talk as I please about the inflating and flattening 
of a pocket-handkerchief ? you can see nothing so 
marvellous in the matter ; nothing worth making 
your mouth water for. 

A little patience, Mademoiselle! Hitherto we 
have talked only of the machine; but there is a 
goblin inside it, and our fairy tale is going to be- 
gin again. 

There are in some families certain o!d servants 
who belong to the house, more, it may be said, 
than their masters, in some ways. They educate 
the children, and they serve them till death ; 
they live for them alone, and know so well what 
they have to do, both by day and night, that 
there is no need to give them any orders. Nay, 
not only is it unnecessary to give them direc- 
tions—it is for the most part labor in vain. They 
are so completely at home in their business, that 
they will go nobody’s way but theirown. If you 
wish them to alter their habits they may obey 
you for an instant, but it is only to return into 
the old groove directly after ; for they know better 
than you do what you want. 

I was very little when I first read in the story- 
books of my day, some bitter complaints of the 
disappearance of this race of old-fashioned ser- 
vants of the good old times. And you very likely 
may have seen it said that they are no longer to 
be met with. Yet there will always be some, de- 
pend upon it, in families, who know how to make 
and to keep them. Good old times or not, they 
have never been found in any other but these cases. 

Still, J have just such a one as I have describ- 
ed—even I who am talking to you—and so has 





you mamma ; and what is more, you have one 
yourself; and what is more still, everybody else 
This servant of the good old times, who 


has one. 
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will never disappear (and this is more than one 
can promise of any other) is the Diaphragm. 

When you came into the world, my dear child, 
and were merely a poor little lump of flesh, with- 
out strength, intelligence, or will; incapable of 
giving any orders whatever to those organs of 
yours, of whose existence you were not even 
aware, your diaphragm quietly began his duties, 
without leave or inquiry from you, and with your 
lirst breath your life began. Since which he has 
always gone on, whether you attended to him or 
not, and his last effort will be your last sigh. 

When you go to sleep, careless of all that is to 
happen, until you awake again, that servant of 
yours, indefatigable at his post, labors for you 
still, and the light breath which half opens your 
rosy little lips as it passes through them, that 
light breath which your happy mother watches 
with such pleasure, is his work. Midnight strikes 
—one o’clock—two ; all around you are buried in 
sleep—but heis awake still. Were it otherwise— 
were he to go to sleep when you do, you would 
never awake again ! 

This protector of each instant, this faithful 
guardian of your life, is, nevertheless, subject to 
you as a servant to his master. Attend to him, 
and he willobey yourorders. Youcan make him 
go at a great pace, or slowly, as you choose ; or 
stop him altogether, if the fancy takes you to do 
so: but this not for long. The servant of the 
good old times is obstinate in the performance of 
his duties. He will yield to you in trifles, but 
do not try to force him over serious matters. I 
have read somewhere ofa desperate young fel- 
low, chained down in a dungeon, who killed him- 
self by holding his breath, but I never quite be- 
lieved it. Mr. Diaphragm would not allow any 
one to carry rebellion so far as that. : 

But we have not finished yet, and you do not 
yet know how appropriate is the comparison I 
am making. 

Should any misfortune, any grief, any trifling 
annoyance even, befall his master, a good servant 
suffers with him, and as much as he does ; some- 
times even more. Occasionally the master is 
comforted, while he remains still disturbed. 

‘** And the diaphragm ?’ you ask. 

The diaphragm does precisely the same, my 
dear child. Yours, especially, shares in all your 
griefs to such an extent that, truth to say, he is 
not always quite reasonable. The other day 
when your mamma did rot want to take you into 
the country with her, he was so sorry for you 
that he went into perfect convulsions, and you 
sobbed and sobbed till she was obliged to say, 
‘Come, then, you naughty child ;*? whereupon 
you embraced your mamma, and were quite 
happy again, while he remained still unappeased, 
and your poor little chest was shaken more than 
once afterwards by his last convulsions. 

_Sobbing, you must know, is merely a convul- 
sion—a great shake of the diaphragm—which is 
the reason of its causing such a heaving of the 
chest. 

It is the same with respect to joy. The joy of 
the master makes the servant dance, and so the 
diaphragm too ! Its little internal jumps are, then, 
What we call laughter—a thing you are well ac- 
quainted with. Put you hand on your chest next 
time you laugh (and I hope it will be soon) and 
you will feel how it dances—thanks to the dia- 
phragm which jumps for joy whenever it finds you 
In good humor. 
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Please to observe further, that nothing of all 
this is done to order. He starts of himself, poor 
fellow, without waiting to ask if you will ever 
know anything about it ; and, in truth, you have 
known nothing about it up to the present mo- 
ment. 

What say you to the diaphragm now, my child? 
Does not the very name please you ? Youscarcely 
expected to find there—under your lungs—so 
good a servant, one so attached to your person, 
so strongly resembling in all points the best speci- 
mens we know among men. And still we have 
not done. I have reserved as a finale for you a 
new point of resemblance which will make you 
open your eyes very wide indeed. 

The old servant is sometimes cross and grum- 
bling. If anything is going against his grain in 
the house he has no scruple in saying so ; and his 
mode of speaking is sometimes rather rude. Nor 
is it of any use to get impatient and impose silence 
on him ; he will listen to nothing—it is his privi- 
lege. But let some unforeseen accident happen to 
his master, let him see him deeply affected, and 
in a moment all his anger is over. He sets him- 
self silently to work again, recalled to order 
twenty times sooner by his master’s emotion than 
by his utmost impatience. 

You ask what Iam coming tonow? My dear 
child, what I have just told you is the history of 
the hiccup—the history of the hiccup, neither 
more or less. 

I must first tell you, however, that the dia- 
phragm keeps up intimate relations with his neigh- 
bor below—the stomach. Every time he rises in 
the breast the stomach rises behind him; and 
not only the stomach, but also its companions, the 
intestines. All the officials employed in the bu- 
siness of digestion travel regularly with him, 
coming down as well as going up in company. 
Put your hand upon your abdomen and breathe 
strongly, and you will feel the rebound of all the 
movements of the diaphragm. 

Now, when matters are going on wrongly in- 
side, when too much work has been imposed on 
the officials, or work they dislike, or else when 
they have been disturbed in their labors, it will 
sometime happen that the diaphragm takes part 
with his comrades in the abdomen. He gets an- 
gry then, and shakes his master, who cannot help 
himself a bit. You must be very well acquainted 
with these attacks, which are very fatiguing when 
they last long. One begs pardon and resists him 
in vain ; he does as he pleases, without stopping 
to listen, turning everything upside down; and 
do you know the only efficacious plan for calming 
him at once? It.wasa constant source of wonder 
to me when I was little. A sudden fright, a start 
unexpectedly caused by a friendly hand slipping 
secretly behind, and laying hold of one, was all- 
sufficient ; disarmed by the agitation you have 
undergone, the naughty, stubborn muscie for- 
gives you, and you are cured. 

Having dwelt so long on the truly wonderful 
resemblance between the proceedings of two sorts 
of beings, whom no one that I know of ever 
thought of comparing together before, I will now, 
my dear child, give you the key to all these 
comparisons, which seem so whimsical at first, 
but are so striking in reality, and which come to 
my pen of their own accord, as it were, in the 
midst of the explanations I have undertaken to 
give you. Many people who would not them- 


selves care for them, will declare that they are 
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too hard for a little girl to follow. But for my own 
part, I find that the eye can take in a mountain 
as easily as a fly, and that itis not more difficult 
to lay hold of great ideas than of little ones. I 
is short-sighted people, not children, who canno 
see far before them. Who madethe heavensand 
the earth ? God, your catechism tells you. The 
same God made both ; did he not ? We do not 
acknowledge two. And if it be the self-same God 
who made everything. the hand of the universal 
Maker will be found everywhere ; and from the 
highest to the lowest portion of Ilis work the same 
mind will manifest itself under a thousand dif- 
ferent forms. Not only, either, is each man sep- 
arately, one by one, the workof God. The whole 
human race, taken in the mass, is also His crea- 
tion ; and the laws by which human society—that 
great body of the human race—seeks to regulate 
itself for the preservation of its existence, are un- 
doubtedly the same as those which overruled the 
organization of our individual bodies. It is not 
very astonishing, then, if we find, in the life of 
human society around us, details corresponding 
with each detail of the life of the human body, or, 
at any rate, closely resembling them. What 
would really be astonishing, would be that man- 
kind as a whole should be differently constituted 
from man as an individual, and that human so- 
ciety should have other appointed conditions of 
well-being than those of each of its members. 

So, while I am on the subject, I should like to 
advise those who wish to apply themselves to what 
is called politics—that is to say, social life—to 
begin their studies of the body social, by studying 
the body human, first. They will learn more 
from it than from the newspapers ! 

But you have nothing to do withall this. For 
the present, take notice of one thing only; viz., 
that the hand of the same God has passed over 
everything, and that there is neither much pre- 
sumption nor much merit in tracing points of 
comparison between the different parts of His 
work. These comparisons are nota mere play of 


t 
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the mind; they really exist ready made in the 
very foundations of things. 
Now let us come down a little from these 


heights and return to our friends the lungs. I 
have not spoken about them for some time, and 
I have not yet told you how they are constructed. 

I wish I could show you some, but the cook 
will do so, if you would like to see them. ‘The 
lights with which she feeds the cat and the dog 
are the lungs of some animal. 

Take up a piece in your hand, and you will find 
you have got hold of something light (cooks have 
not given it its name without a reason,) which is 
also soft, sinks under your finger if you press it, 
and rises again afterwards like a sponge. In fact, 
the lung, like the sponge, is composed of an in- 
finity of minute cells, whose elastic sides can be 
contracted or expanded at will. They are like so 
many little chambers, into every one of which 
blood and air keep running hastily, each on its 
own side, to bid good day to each other, touch 
hands, and then hurry out as briskly as they 
came in. Whether the bit of lights the cat is 
eating, comes from an ox, a pig or a sheep, you 
may look at it with perfect confidence ; your own 
lung is precisely like it. You will see nothing 
different, could you look into your own chest. 

So much for the substance of the lungs. As to 
SHAPE, imagine two large, elongated packets, flat 
inside, descending right and left, inside the breast, 
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and bearing the heart, suspended between the 
two, inthe middle. ‘Theextremity of each packet 
descends below the heart, and itis in the interval 
which separates them that the arch of the dia- 
phragm performs its up and down movement. 

I have already said that air reaches the lungs 
through the larynx. The larynx (of which we 
shall speak further when I have explained another 
curious thing very valuable to little girls—the 
voice,) the larynx is a tube composed of five pieces 
of cartilage (you know now what cartila 
is,) the firm resisting texture of which keeps it 
always open. After these five pieces of cartilage, 
come others, and the tube is continued; but it 
then takes the name of the trachea; the laryna 
and trachea constituting the windpipe. 

At its entrance into the chest, the trachea di- 
vides into two branches, which are called bron- 
chia! tubes, and which run, one into the right 
lung, the other into the left. You sometimes hear 
people talking about bronchitis. It is an inflamma- 
tion of these bronchial tubes, which are within 
an inch or two of the lungs. It is necessary, 
therefore, to be very careful in such circumustan- 
ces, and do exactly what the doctor prescribes 
one step further, and the inflammation 
extends from the bronchial tubes into the lungs 
themselves, with which it is not safe to play tricks. 

Having reached the lungs, l tubes 
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the bronchial 
sub-divide into branches, which ramify again in 
their turn like the boughs of a tree, and the whole 
ramification terminates in imperceptible little 
tubes, each of which comes out in One of those 
little chambers I was talking about just now. 
And this is the way in which air gets there at all. 

The venous blood which leaves the heart, arrives 
on its side by one large canal, which passes out 
from the right ventricle, and which is called the 
pulmonary artery. And to tell you the truth, 
while there is no learned man present to be angry 
with us, it is a very ill-chosen name, because it is 
venous blood which flows in this so-called artery. 

But the doctors have decided that all the ves- 
sels which run from the heart should be called 
arteries, and all of those which go back to it veins, 
whatever may be the nature of the blood which 
they contain. We cannot help it, because they 
manage all these matters in their own way ; but 
in that case it was scarcely worth their while to 
talk about arterial and venous blood. It would 
have been better to have said simply, red blood 
and black blood. 

Be this as it may, venous blood arrives from the 
right ventricle through the pulmonary artery. 
This divides itself, like the bronchial tubes, into 
thousands of little pipes, whose extremities come 
creeping along the partitions of the little cham- 
bers in question. 

And here, then, takes place, between theair and 
the blood, that mysterious intercourse for the 
account of which I have kept you waiting so 
long; and at the end of which the black blood 
becomes red, or, in other words, from venous be- 
comes arterial. I have called it ‘‘ intercourse,” 
and this is really the proper phrase; for this 
transformation of the blood is accomplished by 
means ofan exchange. The air gives something 
to the blood, and the blood gives something to 
the air—each giving, in exchange, like two peo- 
ple over a bargain in the market-place. 

With your permission, my dear child, we will 
stop here today. We have now got to the char- 
coal market, and it is a little black.

No one thing conduces more to the good discipline of a School, and the advancement of its individual 
members, than the keeping of a strict account of the daily deportment and scholarship of each pupil. 
q Yet few teachers keep more than the required record of attendance. The reason is plain. The multi- 
plicity of duties which throng upon them during the allotted six hours, entirely prec!udes their making 
the proper entries until recess time, or after the close of the School. The record, if kept at all, must 
then be made up from memory, and of necessity with questionable accuracy. Consequently the 
moral force of the record is lost.

Once a month or oftener, the teacher must spend many 
weary hours adding up and averaging accounts, and making reports to parents.

At a meeting of the Controllers of Public Schools, First District of Pennsylvania, held at the Controllers’ Chamber on 
Tuesday, February 12th, 1867, the following Report and Resolution were adopted. 
(From the Minutes.) H. W. HAacuiwe x, Seeretary. 


To the President and Memters of the Board of Controllers of the Public Schools : 


GENTLEMEN: The Committee on Text-Books, to whom was referred the communication of Mesrrs. J. B. Lippincott 
& Co., asking that Webster’s Dictionaries be replaced upon the list of books adopted by the Board of Controllers, re 
spectfully report : 

That they have carefully considered the subject. compared Webster’s with other dictionaries published in this country, 
and deliberately weighed the opinions of leading literary and scientific men respecting their relative value. 

Your Committee believe that the Errmotoay of Webster’s Dictionary for minutely traced ramification and scien- 
tific precision is fully abreast with the advanced state of comparative philology. 

That the DeriniTIoNs in clearness, conciseness, and comprehensiveness, and for illustrations by copious citations 
from the standard authors of American and English literature, are unequalled. 

That the Pronunciation and OntHOGRAPGHY are based upon sound principles, and have been so generally aceepted, 
that we cannot advise this Board to assume the responsibility of depriving the pupils in our schools of the use of that 
which we believe to be the standard authority of the English language in the present era. 

Your Committee find that Webster’s Dictionary is considered standard authority not only in this country, but in 
Great Britain, as is clearly shown by numerous opinions emphatically set forth by the leading minds in both countries. 
The London Nattonal Magazine says, ‘‘ The best dictionary of the English Language is that which comes to us from 
the other side of the Atlantic; of course the reader knows that we refer to the great Dictionary of Webster ;’’ and even 
the London Times calls it ‘‘ The best and most useful Dictionary of the English language ever published.”’

The injury and confusion resulting from the use of 
spelling or reading books containing one system of orthography, and a dictionary containing another and different sys 
tem, are too apparent to need argument. 

Actuated by the various considerations herein before set forth, your Committee unanimously offer the following r eslution 

Resolved, That Webster’s School Dictionaries based upon the Unabridged edition, viz: Primary, Common School 
High school, Academic, and University, be replaced upoa the List of Books adopted by the Board of Controllers, for 
use in the Grammar, Secondary, Primary, and Unclassified Schools of the First School District of Pennsylvania.
